End* I, F. 2-- The Legionnaires are not a political party but 
some Legionnaires are outstanding leaders of the various sub- 
versive movements which still exist. The split between the 
National Feasant, Liberal and Socialitt groups on the one hand 
and those following General RADESCU on the other 1s recognized 
but both groups have asked for the cooperation of the Old 
Legionnaires and ooixld be counted upon to submerge their 
political differences into a common resistance movement '’com- 
pletely detached from party preoccupation and exclusively guided 
by the though^ of giving to the general movement the most 
force and untiy possible." 

P. 3 — He (Eneaco) does not claim to be the Chief of the Move- 
ment nor does he name anybody else as present Chief but says 
that it seems probably that General RADESCU, now in Washington, 
would be accepted by the Legionnaires and, since Radescu has 
no personal political ambition, would probably be *acceptable 
by the Party opposing Radescu »s political opinions. 

P. 5 — Among other important figures to whom Enefsco has written 
is General Radesco in Washington, a part of whose answer he read 
to me. Radesco said that he was very interested and willing 
to cooperate in such a movement but that his present situation 
in the States would prevent his active cooperation at this 
time. Enesco was greatly surprised et the* last part of this 
statement, but I made not comment at the moment. • . I said that 
whereas citizens of the Iftiited States are allowed to belong to 
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and to make propaganda In favor of any party ii^at soever, foreigners 
visiting the United States are not permitted to enter into political 
activities and that I suppose that it is for that reason that General 
Hadescu made the above-mentioned statement in his letter* 



End* 2, P* 2— Abroad the Rumanian political refugees are separated 
into two hostllv camps: on the one hand, the group of Rumanian diplo- 

mats— GAPBNCO, TILLEA, CITTA DAVILUl, GARANFIL, etc*, who gravitate 
around General Radesco-r^on the other hand, the block of political 
parties formed by the National-Peasants, the Liberals and the Soc- 
ialists* Both groups include elements of value who can give real 
service to the coiaitry and to the Allied Cause* « • Separately neither 
General Hades cu nor the parties imich are separated from him today 
will be able to become a factor of unification of the national energy* 
The force of the Old Legionnaire Movement has attached Itself neither 
to the one nor to the other of these two groupings, b ut it has esta- 
blished itself Reiti%er-4e-tke-eBe-ner-te-irhe-e%hew-el^-theae-twe- from 
the point of view of a wide Rumanian coAlition formation* * . The 
movement has avoided drawing political advantages from this interior 
Rumanian conflict in spite of the fact that it has been solicited 
from all aides to join a separatist action and it has remained luitil 
today in a position of constructive and dynamic neutrality* It con- 
tinues to offer its disinterested offices to interrupt this chaotic 
state and to arrive as soon as possible at an agreement between 
General Radesco and the political parties* 
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
